Tue letter from Messrs. Geo. A. Leavitt«<& Co. 
intended to be a reply to the declaration of the 
Cincinnati Convention in regard to “Trade Sales” 
deserves notice mainly, because by raising a ques- 
tion foreign to the issue, it seeks to divert atten- 
tion from the real point in controversy—if indeed 
it be worthy of so energeticaname. The ques- 
tion as to the advantage or harm of the Trade 
Sale system does not at all depend upon the 
amount of goods they directly send to the “ far 
West” as the writer of that communication would 
assume, hence the showing of the sale of $1300 
only to the Western cities mentioned, can ‘be of 
very little service in the investigation. Is this 
the best that can be said for the Trade Sales, 
when the question of their utility is before the 
book selling fraternity ? 

The evils of underselling to which the system in 
question offers most efficient support, are felt 
more severely at the east where competition is 
sharper, and the nearness of the Trade Sale room 
offers more ready facilities to buyers, an advan- 
tage not possessed by the “far West.” From the | 
geographical location of the recent Convention, 
the larger part of those in attendance were from 
the west, but the mass of letters in the hands of 
the corresponding officers, with hardly. an excep- 
tion complaining of the disastrous effects upon 
trade, of the auctions in question, were from 
points east of Cincinnati. 

We notice his reported sales are to the smaller 
towns in the west. Were there xo buyers from 
points like Cleveland, Cincinnati, Detroit, Chi- 
cago? Some doubt as to the accuracy of the 
Statements in the communication referred to is 
raised in our mind by the last clause wherein they 
say: “Looking over the list of committees ap- 
pointed by the late “ Convention” we observe the 
name of but oe bookseller, who ever bought a 
book at the Trade Sales, and he to the amount of 
less than $200 at last sale.” Now we are per- 
sonally aware that there is at least ove firm repre- 
sented in the Committees who bought over $1100 
worth of goods at their sale in Sept. 1872, and we 
can further assure the gentlemen that they have 
no temptation to repeat the experiment.
